--ho-stated distinctJy- that with the ques- 
tion of the cession of land, or tho public 
opinion of tho people of this province, 
the Ottauii cabinet had nothing to do. 
That was simply a local matter entirely 
within tho power of tho pro- 
vincial leoialaturo who must bo coiisid- 
orad as the proper uxpnnunl of tho peo- 
ple's wiahoa. Only upon the constitutional 
point of want of power on tho part of the 
local house, or if it was clearly evident 
that a groat injury was likely to be in- 
flicted on tho trade of British Columbia 
or Canada, would ho conaidur it proper 
'O' 'ho central governniont to prevent tho 
act frou. goiuK into operation. With this 
acknowledgment of tho ri^'ht of tho pro- 
vince to Kgialatn fully Ml its oWH local 
niatiers, the people ..s w-iiish Columbia 
would probably have been quite .■iaiisiieu ; 
but in his desire to answer frankly all 
questions about this and other iiupurtant 
subjects tho niiniator of juatico went 
much further in his reply to the deputa- 
tion from the board ul trade, knowing 
that thi.s body is not composed alone of 
residents of N'ictoria, but tliat it repre- 
sents the inercuntile feeling of all por- 
tions of the country. He assured ihuin 
that he was glad to find that tho opinion 
wjiich he had already formed was identi- 
cal with their own This was, in brief, 
asfollowa: 'I'ho avowed otijoct of tho 
promoters oi' the bill, was to enable them 
tu secure a route uf transportation tlirough 
Canadian territory for tlm transportation 
of the producl.s of their mine. Tho word- 
ing of the act and the knowloilgo which 
ho had attained of tho men tliemaelve.s, 
induced him to feel every coiitideiico in 
their representatioius, but yei in the in 
terests of the entire country ho thuuglit 
ttiat an ainendniont to tlie bill miglit be 
passed by the local legislature at its next 
session which would make it. imperative 
upon thorn to ship their ore on our British 
soil and by Canadian routes. Tho pro- 
motors of tlio bill iiad aeoe[itod this con- 
dition, and tho act would therefore bo 
allowed to stand and hecoiiio law in the 
usual mannur without tho necessity of any 
action by t^e Dominion government. In 
tKo raenntfnie tho' coinpany might go on 
with tlieir necosBary expoiulituro without 
fear of disallowance. Upon this as in 
oilier great ([Uestions afl'ectiiig our pro- 
vince Sir Alexander lia.s spoken freely and 
clearly, leaving no doubt as to tho intoii- 
tioiia of his government. Taking u broad 
and stiitoamanliko view Of tho case he 
comes to the very pith of tho matter at 
oiiue. If there is anything e([liivocal in 
the wording of tho act, rendering doubi- 
ful tho future action of the company, it 
can easily bu remedied by future legis- 
lative action and they can bo bound by 
explicit enactments tu carry out their 
avowed intentions. If these are fully 
carried out there can be no doubt that a 
large and valuable trade will be newly 
created which will benefit all portioii.s of 
our province and materially increa.se the 
revenus of Canada. The preeipitoiia 
mountain sides of Kootcnay Lake will be- 
come the scenes of a busy mining indus- 
try and tlio minoral wealth of that hither- 
to unpeopled region which, wo hope, may 
equal the highest expeetati.uis of the [iro- 
jectors of the scheme, will be poured into 
tho lap of coniinerce to enable our pro- 
vince to take a place among the utlier 
silver-producing countries of this western 
hemisphere. As this question n<jw seems 
settled wo hope the Kooteiiay Itailway 
Company will go to work vigorously and 
show by their action that they fnllj' in- 
tend to perform all that lliey li.ive pro- 
mised. In two short years the Canadian 
Pacific will lie ready to carry their ore. 
Let the ICoolenay Company show that 
thoy mean business ao that thu.se w ho 
have so warmly advocated the sclienio 
may have no reason to regret such advo- 
cacy. 

PORT HAMMOND VS. FORT 
MOODY. 

I'ort Moody, Port Hammond (where 
the C. 1'. U. will .slrike the FrasorJ, and 
New We.itniinater may bo said, in point 
of situation, to form an eiiuilatoral, but 
as a shipping terminus for the railway 
Port Haramoiui for aoverai reasons seems 
to have the advantage, at least as regards 
Now Westminster and Victoria. Shall 
our city, then, rest content and see tho 
shipping bu.4iiie.s.s wrested from her and 
tran.sforrod to I'ort Mnodyi 'Vhin may 
iir.ibably be the case novertholosa, if tho 
meruliaiit.i of \'ictoria fail to pull 
together, while if they are united and 
,tak^ proper measures they can retain the 
business in I heir own hands by shipping 
direct to Port Hammond by steamers 
from Victoria. Such steamer.s would also 
command the New Westminster and 
down river traltic. Uet\fcuii Port Moody 
and Port JrlHininond, with regard to Vic- 
toria, thote i.M at lea.st a distance of four- 
teen miles in favorof the latter, if rapid 
transit and large carrying capacity are re- 
(|uired, what better bout could be found 
than tho Yoseuiito which seems to liave 
beep almost a provolenlial purchiisel 
This boat could reach Port HaniiiU)ni! 
from Victoria in six hours, while .a sail- 
ing vessel in tow would occuiiv almost an 
indefinite time— probably not less lli.ui 
two or three days — even iimre if the tacili 
ties for discharging were uoti.M|iial to 
those at Victoria. At Port llaininond 
there are no greater diflicultie» to bo en - 
countered in loading or discharging than 
there are at Port Moody. There is also 
another important fioint with regard to 
Port Ilamuiond, it can iie\ er form an in- 
jurious rival to Victoria; but U will bi; 
very convenient as a shipping point for 
Now Westmiubter and the lower Praser. 
In this connection tho interests of Vic- 
toria and New Westminster appear for 
once to bo strangely identical as it would 
not serve either city to have goods [laas- 
iiig their doors for shipment at Port 
Moody. The subject is oiiu which is 
worthy the serious consideration of tlie 
merchants of Victoria and SVestuiinster 
and there shmild be prompt action to at- 
tain the end in view — tho retention of 
commerce in its piesent channel. 

THE Government policy. 

The important announcomont of Sir 
Alexander Oampboll 'n the hoard of trade 
on Friday upsets tho finely spun theories 
of tho obstructionists respecting the fail- 
ure of tho government jiolicy. Even the 
enemies of the government will see that 
as tho policy has been accepted by 
the Dominion government, the best 
possible arrangement has been ninde 
With the Island railway a certainty; the 
dry dock made a national work; the crown 



lan^ thrown opoii at $1 an aero; and 
the now inaccossiblo 20,000,000 acres of 
[irovincial lands In the Peace river dis- 
trict broughtto an oarlyand profitable mar- 
ket through the cession of 3,500,000 acres 
to the Dominion goverdment, it will be 
understood that the - pountty is on 
tho eve of a groat forward movement 
which . will precede na era of prosper- 
ity that tho shallow-patod politicians 
wlio adopted tho Fight Canada as their 
shibboleth never dreamed of in their 
philosophy. The Peace Policy, which 
liaa been ridiculed and sneered at, is at 
last producing good results; and it is 
fitting that in a spirit of pacification the 
Dominion uhuuld draw" cdnipenBation 
from the lands of tho Peace river coun- 
try. Tho province is to be congratulated 
upon tho success that has attended the 
negotiations of its government.

AN 'ALASKA HORROR.' 



THItiES MEN JUTTRSEEES 

S7 IXTSZAXTS- 

The Unrdexexs LTnohed- 

INauaiiuj Free I'rcas.lJ 

Dr. McLoan, who arrived from Harris- 
burg by tlie atoainship Eureka yesterday 
morning, gives the following diitaila of 
the murder of throe white men and t!io 
shooting and hanging of three Indians. 
' Tho principal mining ctimp is at the 
liasin, about a mile from the town of 
Harriaburg. The two points are connect- 
ed by a trail which ia much fretiuoiited 
by whites and Indians. On the trail aro 
two whiskey houses, one kept by Richard 
Renniu, a native of Jersey island, Eng. , 
and the other by a Frenchman named 
Martin These saloona are ustonsibly to 
furnish li()uors to tho miners, but in real- 
ity to tho Indians. 

About three wooka ago Kumiiu and 
Martin got drunk and during the evening 
exchanged cabins by mistake — i. o. Reii- 
nie going into Martin's cabin and Martin 
tukinu possession of Kenniu's cabin. 

During the night an Indian broke into 
Martin's cabin where llennio^was sleeping 
and stole a bottle of whiskey. Riinnio 
got up and struck the Indian, who then 
ran away, Early next moniing Martin 
went to tho camp with a demijohn of 
whiiikey, and after giving tho Indians a 
drink, asked them to keep the deiuijohu 
far him. Ho thep returned tu hla awn 
cabin and found Renuie there. Ueunie 
told him about the Indian stealing the 
whiskey and that he had chautised hini. 
Martin told him ho had no right to do 
that as the whiskey was his (Martin's). 

Ueunie then took a bung starter and 
went after the Indians at the caniji. 
While on the way tu the camp he met two 
Indians who assaulted him with a club, 
breaking liia skull. Wlion found he was 
inseiiaiblo, and remained in that condi- 
tion for twenty-four hours when he o.x- 
pired. From an autopsy inado by Dr. 
McLean it was clearly shown that h had 
been struck from behind with a heavy 
blunt instrument and tho skull badly 
fractured. 

'The two auspoctod Sitka Indiana wore 
arrested and they confessed to having 
knocked Ronnie down, but accused Uen- 
nio of first striking them. Dr. McLean 
examined fhe Indiuns and found no mark 
except one several days old. The Indians 
in their confession admitted that Martin 
and a Russian named Zackalofl were look- 
ing on at the time but did not attempt to 
intorforo. 

In arresting the two Indiiiiib, a third 
Sitkii Indian resisted the aarrc.il, and all 
three wore marched to jail and ironed, to 
await the arrival of the mail steikuior. 
Guitrds were placed at the jail buth day 
and night. 

One of Iho day guards, nauiod Dennis, 
Wis very careless, and allowed tho In- 
diana to roam around the jail building | 
without having liandcutTs on. During his i 
temporary absence outside the building, 
the Indians took a pistol out uf the cup- 
board. Un the return of the guard, and 
while ho was looking out of the window, 
he waa shot in the loft hip, the bull com- j 
iiig out near the tloating rib mi tho rigltt , 
aide. Dennis then tired his piatol several 
times and alarmed the town. The In- 
dians then ran tu the camp taking the 
pistol with them

This lay in the hands of tho public who, 
while blaming tho vendor of spirits, must 
not lose sight of tho laws w liicli legalized 
his action, nor forget that those who 
framed h'ws wore elected by tho 

people to faithfully represent them. Lit- 
tle or no roatnotion had hitherto been 
placed U[)on tho conauinptioii of liquor, 
but everyfacility for obtaining iicoiiaea fur- 
niaheil, and laws paaactl favoring the same 
by logisliitiirs, whom he had no hesitatinn 
in saying had been prompted by private 
interests and seltiah inutivea. Hut a 
change was approaching and public opin- 
ion was every day bocomiiig more decided 
on this vital ({uostion. When candidatea 
for thu legislature wore again elected they 
would go to tho house pledged to ailvo- 
cate 111) restrictive inoaatiro, but total pro- 
hilntii>n. This was the only way to etfec- 
tiially suppress this alarming evil whose 
unchecked presence was the sure precur- 
sor of the don'nfall uf true morality and 
civilization.

3. To oxaiiiino, by virtue of hia oflicc, 
or whonovor he may bo so directed by the 
Mayor and Council, or by a Police Mn- 
yistrate, or by any Justice of the Peace 
I'f tho said City, all chimnoys, firoplucus, 
hearths, uvoiia, builers, furnaces, sIoyou, 
BtL'ampipoa, atovupipes, funnola, lluo.i and 
all placua wiiere tires aro made or jcept, 
or where ashes aro kept; .nul also to ux- 
aniiiie all buildings or otiior preinibus 
where gunpowder, coal oil, hay, atraw or 
uliiur iiillanimHble subsiancea are kept, 
or whore atiy trade which i.n coii.'iidored 
by tho Iii.Hpectur of niiiUlinga dangnroiia 
as causing or increasing the liability of 
tiro is carried on, and to report thoriioii,

which from its nature or the material 
used therein shall bo dangerous, in caus- 
ing r>r promoting tires, unlesa and until 
ho shall have obtained a certificate of 
compliance with tho general regulations 
hereby prescribed or to bo proscribed by 
any bylaw of the Corporation.
